ENFIELD, N. H.: 


Warrant for Annual Meeting. 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


[u.s.] To the inhabitants of the town of Enfield, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: — 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects:— 


1. Tochoose by ballot and major vote, Town Clerk, 
three Selectmen, Treasurer, Overseer of the Poor, one 
Library Trustee for three years, and one or more, not 
exceeding three, Highway Agents. 


2. To choose all other necessary Town officers and 
Agents as the Town may judge necessary to be chosen. 


3. Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise to defray Town charges for the ensuing year. 


4. ‘Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise for the support of Schools for the ensuing year. 


5. Tosee how much money the Town will vote to 
raise for the support of Highways for the ensuing year 
and direct how the same shall be paid and expended. 


6. To see if the Town will take any action in regard 
to the delivery of Blank Inventories. 


7. ‘lo see if the Town will appropriate a sum not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars for the proper observance of Memo- 
rial day. 


8. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to the collection of taxes. 


9. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise for maintaining street lighting by electricity for 
the ensuing year, as the lights are now located. 


10. ‘To see if the Town will vote to purchase a Snow 
Roller. 
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11. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a small 
Chemical Engine for the use of the Town, to be station- 
ed at the Center, or take any action thereon. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to accept of the be- 
“ quest of the late Abigail B. Gile as follows: ‘I give 
and bequeath to the Town of Enfield in said County, 
the sum of two hundred dollars in trust for the follow- 
ing purposes: ‘They are to keep the money safely in- 
vested and are to expend the income therefrom in car- 
ing for our family lot in the cemetery near the East vil- 
lage of said Enfield, in keeping the monument and tab- 
lets erect, keeping the lot well turfed and free from 
weeds, cutting the grass upon the lot a proper number 
of times each season, and doing all other things neces- 
sary to keep the lot in good condition and appearance.”’ 


13. To see if the Town will vote to accept of the pro- 
posal of Henry Cumings, in manner as follows: “‘I will 
build on the southeast corner of my house lot, a build- 
ing suitable for the use of the Town Library, the build- 
ing and lot not to cost over one thousand dollars when 
all completed, after built and accepted by the town, I 
will deed the same to the town for the use of the Ljibra- 
ry, the town to pay me a yearly rental of 4 per cent on 
the cost of the building and lot during the natural lives 
of myself and wife, and then the land and building 
thereon shall be the town’s forever for the use of the 
Town Library and nothing else.’’ 


14. To see if the Town will vote to adopt an amend- 
ment of and in addition to Chapter 73 of the Public 
Statutes, relating to the repairs of Highways, as passed 
by the House and Senate in General Court convened 
1899. 


15. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors and 
committees heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relat- 
ing thereto, and transact any other business| that may 
legally come before said meeting.

REMARKS OF 
Board of Education 


of Town School District. 


Another school year has come to a close. The ex- ~ 
cellent work done by teachers and scholars proves that 
we made good selections of teachers. All of them had 
been engaged in the work and were well fitted for it; and 
we retained several during the entire school year of thirty 
weeks in nearly all the divisions. 


We believe a nation’s strength lies in the intelli- 
gence of its men and women, and through the medium 
of good schools and good instructors this is assured. 
We have bright, intelligent scholars in our schools, and 
we, the parents, guardians, and guides of these child- 
ren, have the imperative duty to provide teachers who 
possess every qualification required by law combined 
with a willingness to cheerfully carry out additional 
duties prescribed by the school committee. 


There is no time to be lost in the matter of educa- 
ting our children; they require moral as well as physical 
and literary training and a proper home instruction to 

improve their manners and address, so that no scholar 


will dare to use anything but chaste and respectful lan- 
guage to teachers, or attempt to resist their authority. 


We again urge parents to visit the school in their 
division at least once during every term and to make 
every reasonable effort to have their children’s names 
on the roll of honor each term, for the parent or guar- 
dian who fails to improve every opportunity for the pu- 
pil is robbing it of that which can never be made up in 
after life. 


After carefully considering the conveyance problem 
we decided that the plan persued by school boards dur- 
ing the past few years, of assisting well disposed, in- 
dustrious scholars living from 2 or 3 miles from school 
‘was right. We have therefore continued the practice; 
owners of conveyance teams have received about 34 cts. 
per mile for distance traveled. Eight scholars from 
Methodist Hill were schooled in Plainfield last spring, 
this and the fact that we have paid that town for 13 
years’ schooling accounts for the bill for schooling out 
of town being larger than usual. The only lability of 
the district, with the exception of bills for school supph- 
es (which amount is $157.98 less than one year ago) 
that we know of is Plainfield’s bill for schooling since 
Aug. 1, 1898, which has not been presented. 


We wish to thank the tax payers for the money 
raised for the new house at Cambridgeville, which is 
convenient, well built and very pleasantly located. 
The 160 lb. bell which swings in the cupola was paid 
for by subscription.
